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that day Gen. John B. Morgan and his 
famous raiders, who were just entering 
upon the most daring enterprise they 
had ever undertaken, finding about SOO 
as brave Yankees as ever drew a bead 
oil a Johnny Ked, met with the first 
reverse of the trip, and left dead upou 
the field battle some of our most gal- 
lant Keuluckians. 

The Federal forces jtuardiuK the 
bridge numbered about NOD men. under 
the command of Col. Mix.re, of Mich- 
igan. They had a formidable stockade 
made with fair-sized logs set on end. 
and mti about was a ditch filled with 
water, and beyond this the felled trees 
were placed with their sharpened 
branches pointing toward the enemy. 
Outside of these works on a narrow 
ridge formed by the river making a 
great bend, rille pits were dug and 
earthworks were thrown across the 
road. Our first attack was upon the 
outer work, hut this was not so serious 
a matter, as our artillery soon mad.' 
(fas* piles of them, but when we at- 
tacked tin' stockade, which could not 
he i ••ached by our battery, the real 
work began. Our recollection is that 
Col. 1) Howard Smith and Col. Chen- 
ault made two or three determined 
and vicious charges through the woods 
and over the fallen timb-rs, but were 
unable to gain eiitraucu to the stock 
aJe. 

Wo have vivid recollection of the 
seriousness of the occasion, and the 
Bourbon comity company— Company 
C, Fifth Kentucky— had occasion to 
mourn the loss of several ot its mem- 
bers, among theni the gallant Thomas 
J. Currant. Col. Chcuault was killed 
while leading his regiment in the 
charge, and Major Thomas I. Brent of 
the Fifth Kentucky, fell while leading 
ue right up the stockade 

As we rode over the ground last 
Kaiday our mind naturally turned to 
the scenes ot thirty-six years ago, but 
our eyes met nothing that we could 
recall. The ax of the woodman has 
done its work in the forests, and peace- 
ful homes and culti vated fields have re- 
moved all marks that might have been 
made by war's demands. A comfort- 
able residence occupies the site of the 
stockade, time has filled the trenches 
and leveled the rifle pits, while on the 
eminence on the southwest side of the 
mad. where the last resistance was 
made, a granite shauds like a lone 
sentinel to mark the spot where "Mor- 
gan's men fell on the fourth day of 
July, ISttf."

If we could trace our 
ancestry back to the Norman Conquer- 
ors, or beyond to the Saxon Kings, it 
would no more increase our respecta- 
bility in the sight of God, hence no 
more respectable at all. The biblical 
standard of nobility seems to have 
been based upon the hearing and 
searching of the scriptures, and in 
olieying their teachings, as is set forth 
iu tiie text. We mav be sure of a coro- 
net in heaven though we wear a crown 
.,f thorns on earth, if we strive to lie- 
come one of that nobility which, hear- 
ing the lord's words, doeth his com- 
mands. Mr. Hubert's sermons are 
always powerful, beautiful expositions 
of uuustial texts, and we do uot wonder 
that his congregation is proud of him 
and give him large and attentive audi- 
ences. A more scholarly preacher or 
devoted pastor has never filled that 
pulpit.
